The following Information concerning
the lumbering inieresis of the Unlied

States Is given ont by the Forest Service
of the Agricoltaral Department at Wash-
ington, sod way be relied upon as  accu-
rate;

Washington, Loulsisna, Mississippi,
Arkansas, and Wisconsin, in the order
namad, constitute the * Big Fiva' in pro-
duciog the eountry’'s lumber supply
whose valuation for Iast year runs far
ubove the Lalf billion dollar mark.
Texas, Michigan, Oregon, Minnesota, and
Penusylvania came after the first five
states and others followed in decreasiog
smounts down to Utab, the lowest on the
list, with Nevada and North Dakota, hav-
iog little timbered area, oot rated at all.

While the total valuation of the lumber,
Inth, and sbingle production reached
$511,545,040, this amount repressnts a do-
crenss of iwenly-three per cent undor the
prayious year's output. The number of
mills reporting was 31,23 and those
manufactured 33,224 560,000 board feet of
lumber, valued at §610,675,522 and 2,084, -
B54,000 luth velued st $0,701 528, while the
shingle makers turned out 12,106,453,000
shingles yalued at $204,178 400, The aver-
age value of lumber at the pointof mana- |
[Woture was $16.37 m thoussod feot, §2.27 a
thousand for lath and $2,00 a thousand for
shingles,

Yellow pine of the South which has
besen far in the lead o the lumber pro-
duetion for more than s decadn, more
than maintained its supremacy last year,
contributing slightly more than thirty-
three per cent of the total out from all
kinds. Douglas fir of tha Northwest
ranked second and white pine third,
Practically ail kinds showed a marked
decreased cut, and for the HOrat three
kinds of timber there was a falling oft of
fANean, twenty-two and twenty per cent,
respectively. Oak and hemlock main.
tained their relntive ranks bul showed
decresses of twenty-five pervent each ln
amount produced, and spruce dropped
sighteen per cent,

Lotlsiana was the heaviest producer of
yallow ping lumber, supplying nearly
onn-fifth of the total prodoction.  Texas,
M iusissippl, Arkansas, and Alsbama fol-
lowed In the order named. The state of
Washington, slone, supplied more than
three-ffths of the Douglas fir out, while
the biulk of the remainder eame from
Oragon.  Minnesota produced about a
third of the white pine, followed by Wis-
consin with about ffteen per cent and

Noew Hampshire with ten percent, An
interestiug feature of the report s that
two New Fugland states, Maine and
Massachusetts, produeed more white pine
than Mickigan, which for many years led
the country in producing this yalusble
Limber.
